Again, wereit not 
for that ruling, the attack that has been made 
upon the ggz rule would prevent its adoption 
until all other methods had failed. Thus, as it

upon at Monday’s caucus will be to lay aside 
the gagrule resolution for the present, and at- 
tempt to wear the democrats out by con- 
tinnous day and night sessions until they suc- 
cumb to exhaustion, and allow a vote.

Although There Was an Increase in Busi- 
ness Disasters. 


New York, January 2.—R. G. Dun & Co's 
weekly review of trade says: The new year 
opened with so much of uncertainty that there 
is a natural disposition to dwell upon the crowd- 
ing records of the year just closed, which show 
an extraordinary volume of business,in many 
Mines surpassing all precedent. Iron, cotton. 
leather, boot and shoe, and meat productions were 
larger than in any previous year. Thus 2,219,312 

were slaughtered . at Chicago against 

in 61859, & gain of 25. per 

5,733,082 hogs against 4,211,767 

in 1689, a gain of 36 percent. At Boston 3,535,211 

cases of boots and shoes were shipped, against 

> say a gain of 4 percent. Clearing house ex- 

changes show that the volume of all business in 

1890 exceeded that of any previous year by at 

least 10 per cent, though in part this increase was 

due to a higher range of prices of all commoii- 

ties. Compared with a year ago it is 6.6 per cent, 

and the av has been about 5.5 per cent higher 
for eight months. 

But this unprecedented volume of business has 
not been altogether successful, and the recorded 
failures have been, in numberand in amount of 
liabilities, lar than in any previous year since 
1884, though in number only a trifle larger than 
in 1889. The average of liabilities was $17,406 
for the year, against $13,672 the year before. 
Moreover, the average of liabilities for the last

Reports from other cities are almost uniformly 
dent in tone, and indicate a good volume and 
condition of trade for the season, but are

The south rejoices in great 
crops and wonderful manufacturing growth, and 
for the moment notes less financial pressure, a 
good holiday trade, and bright hopes. Pittsburg 
reports a decline of 25 cents in pig iron, weaker 
finished products, and a reduction in the price of 
coke to furnaces from $2.15 to $1.90, though the 
are also to close.

WHITE WOMEN TAKE THE FIELD 


Against the Negroes Who Have Taken 
Their Husbands’ Places. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 2.—[Special.]—At 
Blue Creek coal mines today a pitched battle was 
fought between the “wives of the striking miners 
on the one side, and a crowd of negro miners and 
their families on the other side. The company had 
moved the negro miners into the houses 
from which the white strikers had _ re- 
cently been evicted. The wives of the 
strikers organized, and arming themselves 
with brooms, frying pans, flat irons and sticks, 
attacked the colored women and children, and 
soon drove them tothe woods. The negro men 
attempted to interfere, and were at once set upon 
by the angry women, and some of them severely 
beaten. The negroes were completely routed and 
forced to take refuge in the mine. David Kelsey, 
a striker who joined forces with the women, was 
arrested at the instance of the company. But the 
women will not be prosecuted. The wives ef the 
strikers say they willnever let megroes take the 
places of their husbands.

TIRED OF THE SAVAGES’ TREACHERY; 


An Unconditional Surrender or Analhilation. 
The Kind-Hearted Scouts Providing 
For th@ Wounded Indians. 7 
Curcaao, January 2.—A spécial from Pine 
Ridge agency, 8. D., says: I¢ is €vi- 
dent from the testimony of officers and men 
that the Seventh Cavalry barely escaped #he 
tragic fate of Custerin the battle of Witte 
Clay creek. The troops had passed the C . 
lic mission and were dismounted in a 
valley, one and a half miles wide, just beyond 
the school. At the end of this valley is a mar- 
row cannon, not over 75 feet wide and 300 yards 
long, opening into a small, circular park, 16 
was the object of the Indians to draw them 
into this small valley. The soldiers were get- 
ting ready to make a rush on foot for the top 
of the hill, when the cry atose that they were 


surrounded. Advancing now in one, now ia 


another direction, on either side of the valley, 
they found themselves opposed each time by 
200 to 300 Indians. 

THE NINTH TO THE RESCUF. 

Soon the hills began to swarm with 1,800 to 
2,000 warriors, and in twenty minutes more @ 
tragedy would have gone tothe world, when 
the untiring Ninth rode in, as they rode before 
at the time of the Meeker massacrv, attacking 
furiously the rear of the sdvages, scattering 
them in every direction. Before the engmy 
could rally from their confusion, the boys in 
blue withdrew slowly and sullenly to Pine 
Ridge. 

SUFFERING FROM THE BLIZZARD. 

The enemy are stealing horses and cattl in 
every direction. 
old men, women and children suffer, it will 
have little or no effect on the bucks and 
warriors. Itis believed that Little Wound 
was the head that planned and directed the 
battle, as it showed more generalship than 
had been displayed since Red Cloud’s fighting 
days. 

RED CLOUD’S APPEAL, 

Old Red Cloud sent in a letter last night 
claiming that he wasa prisoper, and begging 
the soldiers to come and save him. This is 
corroborated by the friendlies, who say that 
when the stampede took place on Monday, 
Obl Red's wife began to throw things into the 
wagons, and withtrue wifely spirit, said she 
was for warand would go out on the bloody 
path, even if her liege lord remained and 
fought on the other side. 

COMMUNICATION INTERRUPTED. 

A special to The Inter Ocean from Pine 
Ridge agency, 8. D., says: 

All communication with the railroad is cut 
off except to officers over the military wire. 
There has been no mail service since Sunday, 
and no one except Indians to carry telegrams 
tothe railroad. General Milessent out a tele- 
gram warning settlers along the railroad, 
Much has beey said about the treachery of the

A NARROW ESCAPE. 

Captain Jacob Jackson, of the Seventh Cav- 
alry, had a narrow escape, however, from some 
who wore the police uniform and the soldier’s 
fur overcoats and capes. The captain had 
a squad of twenty men chasing the fugitives 
a mile from Wounded Knee, when a dozen of 
the trailers or hostiles, disguised in police and 
scouts clothing, rode up witha pleasant greet 
ing, turned, cantered off fifty yards, wheeled 
and without a word of warning opened fire; at 
the same instant fully fifty more Indians ap- 
peared over the crest of the hill, started for 
the little band, who retreated to the creek, fir 
ing as they went. - 

THE KILLING OF HAYWOOD. 


Captain Benton, who escorted the wagon 
train of the Seventh Cavalry, says Charles 
Haywood was in advance of the train which 
arrived within a mile and a half of Pine 

tidge when three Indians rode up, dressed as 
soldier scouts. They spoke to poor Haywood 
in full sight of the troops guarding the train 
and then shot him down incold blood. The 
troops took prompt and instant revenge. 

Yesterday thé friendlies who are camped on 
White Clay creek,south of the agency, reached 
the abandoned tepeesof Little Wound, Two 
Strike and Ked Cloud’scamp. All day long 
their wagons, loaded with plunder, streamed 
from the abandoned camp. 

WILL SURROUND THE HOSTILES. 

The Bee has the following from its staff 
correspondents at Pine Ridge agency via 
Rushville. General Brooke and __e staff, to- 
gether with eight companies of the Second 
Infantry, and all the Ninth Cavlary that had 
been here, started into the field at 11 o’clock 
yesterday morning via Oelrich’s . road to 
Beaver creek, and almost due west of this 
agency. From there they will swing out into 
as long aline as possible, thus forming the 
western and partof the northern side of the 
hollow square, which it now seems it has been 
intended to form about the hostiles. Carr’s 
command has arrived at Wounded Knee, 
near the point where the battle took place, 
which is sixty miles east of Pine Butte, but 
about sixteen miles northeast of there at 
Wounded Knee postoffice. 

Thusit seems that Carr’s command is to 
constitute the east and north sides of the 
square. From the expressions upun the faces 
of the officers and men as they filed out 
through the snow and bitter cold, it was evi- 
dent that they did not relish General Miles’s 
order.. Three companies of the first In- 
frantry, from San Francisco, have alfbady ar- 
rived, and six more are expected today to re- 
place the Second. 

WORK OF THE SCOUTS. 

A scout came in yesterday and reported that 
the main body of the hostiles had moved back 
twelve miles from the agency; and toward the 
Bad Lands on the north. 

Another scout arrived last evening and re- 
ported the Indians indulging ina wild war 
A party of 
Indian scouts, visiting the scene of Monday's 
battle, found nine Indians who were wounded 
in the fight still alive. Two of them 
had been taken to @ log hut near 
by. and were being ‘cared for by a squaw that 
had remained behind. The other seven, all of 
whom were found lying in gullies remote from 
the battlefield, had survived the blizzard 
without any attention of any kind. Two were 
bucks, and the other five were squaws. There 
was scarcely enough life left rede Be dyn

An Indian 
scout that fell at Wounded Knee was given 
military burial yesterday by his comrades 
under command of Lieutenant Taylor, Rev. 
Mr. Cook, presiding. 
THE STORM CEASES. 

The snowstorm that has been raging for 
twenty-four hours has ceased. The weather 
is warmer, and as a result the vigilant outlook 
for asurprise by the hostiles, which was allowed 
to lapse during the warof the elements, has 
been resumed, None of the wounded soldiers 
are any worse, and most of them seem a little 

tter. 

THE INDIANS FORTIFYING. 

Itis definitely known that hostiles, to the 
number of about 1,100, are fortified near the 
mouth of White Clay creek, and that General 
Brooke, with adetachment of troops is swing- 
ing round to the north of them. General Carr 
is supposed to be approaching from the west, 
and General Miles will inake a dash from the 
south, The force thus engaged 
is thought to be ample for the 
anpihilation of the entire band, unless 
some unforseen complication or misfortune 
arises. Embassadors from this hostile camp 
have today again been suing for peace and of- 
fering to surrender their arms. It isnot known 
here whether the terms will be granted or not, 
but the general opinion prevails that in view 
of the actions of the rebels in slanghtering the 
troops while under the flag of truce not much 
weight will be given their pretended repent- 
ance. That the hostiles have been largely re- 
inforced within the past two days, there is no 
longer any doubt, and there seems reasonable 
ground for the rumors that some Indians from 
other agencies or the British possessions haye 
joined them. 

ATTACKING A RANCH. 

The report has just reached here by a 
courier that a foraging party of Indians, from 
the main camp on White Clay attacked the 
ranch of Douglass Points, a few miles to the 
west, last night, killed him and drove away 
his 400 head of cattle. 

A great row is reported to have broken out 
in the camp of the hostiies, the contention 
being asto the advisability of surrendering. 
This also is not confirmed, but comes from a 
half-breed courier, who claims to have just ar- 
rived from their camp. Except in case of 
unconditional surrender there will undoubt- 
edly be a great battle before night. 

A GREAT BATTLE IMMINENT. 

OMAHA, Neb., January 2.—Colonel Henry 
has joined the Second Infantry with his men, 
and isall right. The Fort Donglass troops 
will arrive tonight at Pine Ridge. 

The inhabitants of Rushville. are calling for 
arms, and are Organizing a home guard. Five 
Red Cross ambulances arrived at Pine Ridge 
today. Aranchman reports seeing a band of 
100 Indians going southwest from the reserva- 
tion at midnight. If true, this means trouble

Father Jutz calmed them and brought them back 
to the agency, and the kindness of General Brooke 
convinced them of their safety. The general's 
plans tosend Indians after those still out was 
good and would succeed if the general were left 
alone. Just as a tree can be traced from its 
smallest branch to its root,so0 can the Indian 
troubles be traced to the starvation and misery of 
the Indians. 

In conclusion of his letter, Father Craft ar- 
raigned Commissioner Morgan in severe 
terins.

LONDON, January 2.—Further particulars re- 
ceived today from Wortley, near Leeds, show that 
the terrible scenes witnessed at the school fete 
were in no way exaggerated, though the cause of 
the disaster was not the falling of a string of 
Chinese Janterns, as at first supposed.

Suddenly shrieks of terror issued from the little 
room and all were horror-stricken to see a pum- 
ber of children rush upon the stage with their 
costumes on fire.

FURTHER CROOKEDNESS OF THE 
MISSING CASHIER. 


Short With a 
Building and Loan Association—Talk* 
of a Woman in the Case.

Forgery, 

Larceny after trust, 

Cheating and swindling, 

And several other charges are now on the 
list against J. E. Morris, the absconding 
cashier of the Southern Loan and Banking 
Company. 

Two forged notes are laid to his account. 

Anda shortage of about $1,300 with the 
Atlanta, Edgewood and Decatur Building and 
Loan Association, of which he was secretary, 
is shown up. 

Yesterday morning the agent of the company 
on Morris’s bond had a warrant sworn out for 
him, the charge being larceny after trust. 

Chief Connolly was busy all day using the 
wires to catch ur with the absconding cashier, 
but so far the riail is cold. 

He will be .rought back to Atlanta, however. 

Morris leit his wife in almost destitute cir- 
camstances, and she is prostrated with the 


trouble. 
SHOWING UP FORGERY. 


During the morning a suit was entered in 
the city court by Mr. J. B. Redwine against 
Mr C. J. Simmons, to recover $375 on two 
notes signed by J. E. Morris and purporting 
to be endorsed by Mr. Simmons. 

The endorsement of Mr. Simmons’s name on 
one of the notes was genuine, but the other is 
claimed bythat gentleman to bea forgery. 

But the note genuinely endorsed had plainly 
been raised on the face from $100 to $250 and 
changed in favor of Mr. Redwine instead of 
the Neal .Loan and Banking Company, the 
payee, when Mr. Simmons put his signature 
to it. 

Mr. Simmons says he did not know of the 
existence of this note, but thought it had been 
destroyed, as Morris had told him so. The date 
was also changed. 

This note is the key to the sonsational de- 
velopments of the day. 

CROOKED ALL AROUND. 

“Last April,’ said Mr. Simmons toa ConsTI- 
TUTICN reporter, ‘**Mr. Morris came to my office 
and asked me to go on his notes for $400. 

‘‘He wanted the money, he said, to effect a 
real estate deal by which he could make that 
mucheclear. He had the property bought and 
sold again, and only needed the $400 to carry 
itthrongh. I wasto receive half the profits 
for endorsing the paper. 

**T endorsed four notes on the Nea] Loan and 
Banking Company for $100 each, for Morris 
to make the trade with. : 

“A fow days after this I met Morris on the 
street and asked him how the trade was com- 
ingon. He replied. that he had done it up; 
that he had not used the Neal Loan and Bank- 
ing Company notes which I had endorsed, but 
had destroyed them. 

A LITTLE QUEER. 

‘I thought this a little funny, butas I had 
been going on Morris’s paper for the past five 
years, I concluded it was all right. 

‘‘A month or so after this Morris came to me 
to have another note endorsed—a note for $100. 

‘‘After some conversation about the pre- 
vious deal, I finally signed the note, which 
was on the Neal Loan and Banking Company. 
Right here I willsay that the tite of this 
note was changed from thirty days to sixty 
days, and I finally had to pay the $100, Morris 
failing to do it. 

“Before this note fell due, however, Morris 
wanted me to endorse a $250 note for him. 
This I refused. I wasa little suspicious, and 
when he left my office I stepped to the tele- 
phone and called up President Atwater, 
of the Atlanta, Edgewood and Kirkwood 


“Building and Loan Association, of which 


Morris had, until a few days ago, been secre- 
tary. The election of a successor to Morris as 
secretary, with other circumstances, were the 
foundation of my suspicion thay there was 
something wrong in his accounts. 

A $1,500 SHORTAGE. 


‘‘President Atwater told me to come to his | 
office and he would explain the situation. I | 


went over, and he told me that Morris was 
short with the company ghout SF ION" ; 

‘“Mr. George Ware and I were on Morris’s 
bond as secretary of the building and loan 
company. 

“This $1,300 shortage was a ‘surprise to us 
Mr. Ware and I held a conference with 
Morris, and he finally gave us deeds to two 
pieces of property to cover our liabilities as his 
bondsmen. We afterwards found that Morris 
had put alien on this property of which we 
were not cognizant at the time we accepted it 
to make good our loss on his bond. This lien 
was prior to our claim, and made the property 
fall $400 short of covering the shortage with 
the builaing and loan company. “i

“A day or two ago Mr. J. B. Redwine called 
my attention toa notein his favor for $250, 
signed by Morris and endorsed by me, which 
he said was held at the Lowry bank. 

‘‘Morris was not on time, and Mr. Redwine 
said he thought I’d better protect my sig- 


nature. 
“This information was a surpriso to me. I 


had no recollection of any such note, and 


told’ Mr. MKRedwine _ 60. He _ insisted 
that my name was on the paper, 
and together we went to the Lowry bank. 
There I found a note with my signature on 
the back. It was dated September 29th, and 
was for $250: It had originally been drawn 
on the Neal Loan and,Banking Company, but 
their name had been stricken out and Mr. 


Red wine’s substituted. 

‘The amount had also been raised, as could 
plainly beseen. A bungling job had also been 
done on changing the date. After this in- 
vestigation I came to the conclusion that this 
was one of the four notes on the Neal Loan 
and Banking Company which I had endorsed 
for Morris in April, and which he told me he 
had destroyed. 

REFUSED TO PAY THE NOTES. 

“J told Mr. Redwine that I would not pay 
the note because [I was not responsible. He 
then told me he had anotber note.bearing my 
endorsement at his office. We went there to- 

ber, and he showed me a note for $125 

wn upon the face in purple ink, which 
Morris always used.  Morris’s name was 
gigned to the note and my name was on 
the back of it in biack ink, written witha 
stub pen.

THE LAWYERS IN THE CASE SUR- 
PASS THEMSELVES. 


Mr. Bartlett's Fiery Presentation of the Case. 
Major Bacou Wins Laurels—Mr. Smith 
Makes a Strong Appeal, 


Macon, Ga., January 2.—[Special.]—The 
second day of January 1891, and the jury that 
has for over three weeks sat in judgment on 
the great conspiracy case is still sitting. 

For seven hours yesterday the jury listened 
patiently and attentively to the lengthy argu- 
ment of counsel, and took their seats this 
morning to go through with the same experi- 
ence. 

The courtroom was crowded as usual, and it 
.is plain that the public intends to witness every 
feature of the last few days’ proceedings of the 
great trial. 

Hall’s three daughters and niece walked 
in the courtroom shortly after court convened, 
and, after kissing the noted prisoner, seated 
themselves by his side. It aiways awakes sym- 
pathy for Hall to see his daughters kiss 
him 60 lovingly every morning. 

MRE. SMITH’S ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Smith, of Hawkinsville, one of the at- 
terneys for the defense, began his argument 
promptly upon the convening of court. He 
said to the jury that he came before them as 
a stranger, to plead the cause of strangers. 
He spoke eloquently and effectively. 

When he had concluded, Mr. Bartlett 
stepped before the jury, and in his usual quick 
and aggressive way began his argument. 

BARTLETT BEGINS. , 

“May it please the court and you, gentle- 
men of the jury,’’ he said, ‘‘I do not wish, for 
your sakes and my sake, to address you on 
anything that ‘ has been * said which 
could possibly be avoided on that 

ury. I can see men whom I have 
nown for years, men who are friends to me, 
not only for my own sake, but of those who have 
gone before me. I do not think this jury will 
feel thatI am tresspassing upon your time 
when I recall to you the gravity of this case.”’ 

He stood before them to plead for the lives 
of tive people, but not for their lives alone. 
Far away, among the pine trees of southern 
Georgia, sat a loving mother with six little 
children at her knee asking: ‘Mother, 
mother, where is our father?’ In another 
cottage, a rough one though it was, there was 
another mother and other little children 
made fatherless for a time by reason of this 
terrible charge.

TEARS IN THE COURTROOM. 

Before Mr. Bartlett had finished these re 
marks several of the prisoners were in tears, 
While Hall and his daughters wept copiously.

_ After making the above brief appeal to the 
jury, Mr. Bartlett continued amid close at- 
tention. 

MAJOR BACON’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Bacon began his argument this afternoon. 
He prefaced his argument by saying to the jury 
that, as he had been preceded by three of his dis- 
tinguished colleagues on the same line of argu- 
men, he telt and knew that it would be easy ior 
him to weary the jury and be guilty of much repe- 
tition that was tended soto do. He would try, 
however, and it was his intention to pens 
emphasize, in his feeble way, what 
bad already been said. He would prefer to have 
nothing to say on this trial, but it might be that 
later he would feel self-censured if he had not 
said something that might have benefited these 
men for whom he was sl rg His charge wis a 
serious one, and God helping him, he wouid carry 
out his, obligations to the best of his‘ability. He 
would try to show to the jnry> that it wis their 
duty to say to the world that these tui :: were inno- 
cent. 

Mr. Bacon went on to, set out to the jury the 
grave importance of the whole case. He had set 
here and wearied himself with three weeks or 
more of terrible labor. The jury, too, he knew, 
were in the san.e coniition. Their labors had been 
arduous and so had bis; they had a fellow feeling. 
Continuing, he said: 

I would ask, in the beginning, your considera- 
tion of the evidence in this case, andif I should 
be 30 fortunate as to convince you of thé correct- 
ness of my views in this matter, I would ask you 
to weigh it accordingly. 

The evidence ina conspiracy case is different 
from what it is in other cases. It is the most dif- 
ficult thing inthe world whena man says you 
have said a thing to him when no one else was 
present, for youn to d Sprove that statement. You 
didn’t say it, but how are you going to disprove 
the fact? It’s simply a question of which man is 
entitled to belief. 

Where there isa denialin the absence of other 
evidence that does not oorroborate ‘the charge, 
you must see that you cannot, ginvict, 

I would like the jury to ran over, in their 
minds, and see if it is not a fact that the material 
evidence in this case is not what 
one man says was said to him 
when no one else was present. Will you believe 
him or the Man who says it was not said. That a 
most foul and iniquitous murder has been com- 
mitted is well known. It 1s without a parallel, 
alinost, and the man Who committed it or con- 
ceived it Should be hung as high as Hayinan. 

The enormity of a great crimeisheldup to a 
jury and it excites and it inflames them and the 
man on trialis lost sightof in view of such a 
crime. Butno matter how vile, how atrocious a 
acrime may be, the question of its enormity has 
nothing to do withthe guilt or innocenceof the 
man on trial. 

Major Bacon’s speech was one of the most pow- 
erful ever delivered in a courthouse, and was per- 
suasive and convincing.

Considerable confusion has . resulted from 
the confounding of this with the county elée- | 
tions to be held January 7th, Wednesday next. 

According to law two constables are allowed 
to each district, one for the justice of the 
peace and another for the notary public, who 
is ex-officio justice of the peace. 

In cas6 the justice does not hold the election 
in his district, then the people may select 
three freeholders to conduct | such elee- 
ion, none but qualified voters resident in the 
district being allowed to ballot in the elee- 
tion. 

If no election is held, then it becomes the 
privilege of the justice to appoint the consta- } 
bles, wiio are made legal officers thereby. 

The Atlanta Elections. 

In the city of Atlanta there are two dis- 
tricts—the 1,234th and the 1,006th. 

In the first of these, on what is known as 
the north side, S. H. Landrum is justice of the 
peace, and A. A. Manning notary public and 
ex-officio justice of the peace. 

A. N. Cox and J. B. Martin have been the 
legally elected constables for several years, and 
they are candidates for re-election, withou 
any opposition, so far. : 

On the south side Pat H. Owens is justice of 
the peace, and J. Gadsden King notary public 
and ex-officio justice of the peace. 

There is but one regularly announced candi- 
date—Pat McCullough, who has been serving 
as constable for some time. 

Horace Owens has also been acting as con- 
stab.e in this district, as wel! as John Wynne. 

The polling places are at Judge Landruin’s» 
office, No. 38 Decatur street, and Judge 
Owens’s office,corner Pryor and Hunter streets.

The Facts of the Case. 

As far back as 1880, Senator Beck, of 
Kentucky, who then led the democratic 
partyin the senate, said of the uational 
banks: ‘In a single night, when crops 
must be moved, when conditions exist de- 
manding the highest possible amount of cir- 
culation, they can combine, and contract, 
call‘in del.ts, refuse discounts, bankrupt the 
country, buy property at their own prices, 
and when they get it by ruining its legiti- 
mate owners, again inflate, and sell to suit 
themselves.”’ 

The financial depression of the past few 
months has been brought upon us in the 
manner described by Senator Beck. The 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat tells the story in 
the following words: 

The causes of the financial stringency may be 
broadly summarized thus: The general uneasi- 
ness caused by tlhe difficulties into which the Bar- 
ings drifted offered an opportunity to a few 
adroit speculators in New York to cramp the 
market by tying ap between $15,000,000 and $20,- 
000,000 which they had been gathering for a few 
weeks to heighten the scarcity of money due to the 
crop novement. These men intended to make a 
raid on certain railroad properties which they saw 
would be weakened by these. circumstances, and 
hammer them down sufliciently to drive their old 
owners out, and permit the new ones to take pos- 
Session at.a comparatively trifling cost. Aid, too, 
came to the conspirators from an unexpected 
quarter. The Barings trouble,which shoek the pub- 
lic confidence to some extent al! over the world, 
caused a run on a few banks in the financial cen- 
ters of the eastern states, and impelled the other 
banks to curtail their loans. In this way the 
Bearcity of money which was,in the first place, 
Jargely artifical and imaginary, became actual 
and important. Prices dropped, credit shrank, 
and the promptness and completeness with which 
the plans of the schemers succeeded were doubt- 
less as much of a surprise to these gentry as they 
were to their victims and the public. 

The Wail street speculators and the 
national banks! They are the ruling powers 
in our badly adjusted financial system, and 
when they take a notion to wreck the busi- 
ness interests of the country they have it all 
their own way. 

It is surprising that the peop!: in their 
first efforts to remedy the evil should sug- 
gest among their proposed reforms some 
rather wild and impracticable schemes? Is 
it not to their credit that they have suggested 
nothing as dangerous as our present Opprés- 
sive financia! system? 

The facts of the case should be kept be- 
fore the peop!e. They will force a reform. 
The remedy anc its details will necessarily 
be the outcome of much thought and discus- 
sion. It is enough to szy at the start that 
the first step in the direction of reform must 
be the abolition or the remodeling pf. the 
‘ational banks. So longas these obstacles 
stand ix our way capital will be timid, cash 
will be scarce, and confidence? will be in- 
yoked in vain. The present system must go.

George Aifred Townsend, the corre- 
spondent who isa much clearer and more 
rational observer of mer and events than 
some of his less active contemporaries are.

The first dispatch which chronicles a kill- 
ing of this nature in the soutly stands for 
gospel with many of the extremists at the 
north. It is folly to attempt to correct an 
impression which has once obtained with 
them. Any government officia! who meéts 
with an untimely death in the south has 
been ‘‘foully murdered,"’ according to their 
reasoning, and the whole south is held re- 
sponsible forthe sins of one locality. 

It is time that this unjust arraignment of 
the southern people should stop. We can- 
not hope to bury sectionalism while it con- 
‘tinues. It will not do to try cases ahd pro- 
nounce judgment out of court, especially 
when that judgment condemns the innocent. 
Let us wait until the evidence is all in and 
then sift it carefully. 

The south has been subjected to much 
malicious misrepresentation; but in. nearly 
every instance the hasty judgment) of, our 
critics has been-disproved and ‘xebGked 'by 
the facts. If the only capital of ‘the repub- 
lican party consists in misrepresentation and 
abuse, its day of grace will be even shorter 
than the signs of the times would seem to in- 
dicate. 


The Truth of History. 

At the recent meeting in Nashville of the 
Modern Language Association, several dis- 
tinguished college professors expressed the 
hope that no southefner would ever write, or 
use in the schools, a history describing our 
late war as a rebellion.

A rebellion is an attempt to overthrow the 
sovereign power, while a civil war is a war 
between people, or sections, or factions, in 
the same state. The southern states did 
not attempt to overthrow a sovereign power 
—they believed that they had the right to 
withdraw from the union to organize a_ con- 
federation of their own, and the establish- 
ment of the Confederate States of America 
led to a war between the states and sections 
—a civil war, and not a rebellion. 

This view has the weight of authority to 
sustain it, and shouid not be lightly aban- 
doned. If southern teachers are willing to 
use textbooksthat teach their pupils that 
the soldiers of the confederacy were rebels 
and traitors, the parents of the children 
should interfere, and check the spread of 
falsehoods. Southern children shouli be 
taught to respect their fathers, and to honor 
the old south, her statesmen and her sol- 
diers. Ifthey are taught otherwise their

COMMISSIONER NESBITT?’S SUPPLE- 
MENTAL REPORT FOR 1890. 


How the Various Crops Average Up—An 


Address to the Farmers—An Interest- 
ing Document. 


Oue of the most interesting state official 
documents issued in months comes from the 
depaztment of agriculture. 

It is the supplemental crop report fof 1890; 
and with it an address from Commissioner 
Nesbitt to the farmers of Georgia. 

The Supplemental Crep Keport. 

STATE OF GEORGIA, DEPARTMENT OF AGRI- 
CULTURE, ATLANTA, January, 1891. 

GENERAL COMMENTS.—The year 1890 dawned 
upon us under most favorable auspices for the 
farmers; the cotton crop of the previous year was 
large, and brought renumerative prices ; the corn- 
cribs were full from a bountiful harvest, and a 
miid winter encouraged early preparation. 

OatTs.—A large area was sown in oats, but in an 
imperfect manner, the poorest land, a8 a rule, 
being selected for this purpose, and as poor results 
were assumed from the first, the preparation was 
correspondingly careless. The very early sowing 
was well advanced, when the March freeze greatly 
injured, and in some instances, entirely destroyed 
the “stands.” In exceptional cases, where thor- 
ough preparation and high fertilization character- 
ized the. work, the results are most encouraging. 
The aver yield for the state is nine bushels. In 
view of the short grain crops throughout the 
country, I would urge the farmers to prepare most 
thoroughly, fertilize highly and sow as large an 
area in oats as the individual ability of each man 
will permit. 

CoRN.— While good corn crops have blessed the 
farmer in lower Georgia, assuring in most counties 
an abundance for home consuniption, in many 
portions of middle, and notably in north Georgia, 
a drouth of a few weeks worked such injury to 
this crop that the supply will fall short of the de 
mand. The average for the state is .87. 

CorTon.—The cold spring in the more northern 
portion of the state retarded the growth and de- 
velopment of the cotton plant, and in some local- 
ities severe drouth during the summer prevented 
the earlyand perfect maturing of the bolls. In 
lower Georgia, the excessive rains during the ma- 
turing season caused an excessive plant growth 
at the expense of the fruit, but on the whole the 
prop is a good one ; though from the above causes, 
and the difficulty ot securing the necessary labor 
to gather the crop as it opened, the sample is 

r. Itis noticeable that where the farmers and 
their families have them8elves gathered this crop 
the sample rates higher. The average for the 
State is .93. No damage is reported from insects 
except from rust in a few localities. 

OTHER CRops.—The average for wheat is .32; 
oats, .59; sugar cane syrup, .v3; sorghni, .74; rice, 
93; peas, .73; ground peas, .79; sweet potatoes, .94;

Almost-half 
the list of grapes grow well in Georgia. Scupper- 
nongs and Concords flourish everywhere. A large 
revenue could be realized to our wives and 
children each year by studying and applying the 
rules governing poultry and their products. 

Un tne other hand, the results are discouraging 
in so far as they show our continued enslavement 
to cotton, “the oppressing king.” While the price 
of cotton continues to fall, and the price of corn 
to rise, our prosperity is not well established. We 
are rapidly destroying our supply of timber and 
replacing the virgin soil with fields worn by cot- 
ton culture. Our public highways are in sad need 
of attention, causing the necessary travel and 
hauling to consume unnecessary time and money.

GOSSIP OF A DAY. 


The veteran newspaper man of Atlanta is W. G. 
| Whidby. He has done more real hard newspaper 
work than any other man in the state. 

He never tells the exact date of his first work. 
It was a great many years before the war, though, 
when the grandfathers of today were learning how 
to walk. Mr. Whidby’s modesty as to these 


| earlier dates may be respected with all due regard 


to the purposes of this brief narrative, and so the 
story begins without a date. 

Mr. Whidby’s first attempts at writing for the 
press were given tothe public in the old Tem- 
perance Banner, then published at Penfield. It 
was run first by Ben Brantley and then by Colonel 
John H. Seals. 

While deputy élerk of the superior court of 
Richmond county Mr. Whidby wrote for The 
Augusta Evening Dispatch, conducted by G. A. 
Atkinson. 

In 1859 Mr. Whidby came to Atlanta and was on 
the editorial staff of The Temperance Crusader 
under Colonel John H. Seals. 

In 1860 he was on the editorial staff of The Na- 
tiona} American, conducted by Colonel C. R. 
Hanleiter. 

In 1861 he was on the editorial staff of The 
Augusta Evening Dispatch for several months, 
and then moved to Macon to assume editorial con- 
nection with The Macon Telegraph. 

This place he resigned to enter the confederate 
service. After discharge from the service. Mr 
Whidby was engaged editorially on The Atlanta 
Commonwealth. Then he was with The Atlanta 
Register awhile. For several months, just prior to 
the evacuation of Atlanta, he was with The Mem- 
phis Appeal. 

In 1867 Mr. Whidby was doing local work on Dr. 
Baird’s paper, The New Era. 

In 1868 he entered the service of THe CONSTITU- 
TION, and continued there until 1877. 

Then he was with The Sunay South awhile. 

He left that to become editor of The Piedmont 
Air-Line Headlight. He retained this position 
until 1881. 

Then he assumed chief editorship of The South- 
érn World. 

In 1885 that paper was merged into The Southern 
Cultivator. 

Then for two years Mr. Whidby was with The 
Atlanta Journal. 

Then he became connected with The Christian 
Index. 

, Two years ago he became connected with The 
Southern Cultivator, and is still there. 
e . 

It’s Secretary Whidby. 

There isn’t much ina name, or Mr. Whidby’s 
name would bea flaming proclamation of the fact 
that Mr. Whidby is not only a veteran journalist 
but a natural-born secretary. 

Put him down unknown in any sort of meeting, 
religious, political, agricultural, scientific,temper- 
ance, literary, horticultural, or what not—and by 
some subtie ang incomprehensible but inevitable 
means he wil] be unanimously elected secretary. 

And he enjoys being secretary. Ho’d rather be 
secretary than to be president of ary convention. 
He knows the powers and responsibilities of that 
position as few people do. In the ethics of the 
professsion of being secretary he is a thirty-third 
degree man, and the patriarch of the order of sec- 
retaries. 

‘He began being secretary in Augusta where, be- 
tween ’54 and ’5i7—that is 1854, not 1754—he was 
secretary of the Augusta Division Song of Tem- 
perance. ‘ 

The list of secretaryships he held for twenty 
years would take tco long to tell. 

He was secretary of the first county fair of De- 
Kalb county, in 1872—coming down to modern 
dates. 

For years and years he was secretary of the Stone 
Mountain Agricultural Club. 

He was secretary of the Baptist Sunday school 
convention’‘of the Stone Mountain association, 
and also of the Southern Temperance Publishing 
Association. 

Etc., etec., etc. 

At present he is only clerk of the Baptist church 
in Decatur, secretary of the Edgewood alliance, 
secretary of the Baptist Sunday School Associa- 
tion of DeKalb county, secretary of the Direct

struction of the Work?—Ar Election 
of Board of Health Members. 


Will Atlanta ever have new waterworks? 

If so, when? 

Now that the city government is about to 
change hands, the water question is being 
agitated again, and the discussion is growing 
more general every day. | 

What will be the attitude of the new legis- 
lative body towards the new works? Every 
one wants to know that. . 

Last spring the general council ordered an 
election to ascertain whether the citizens of 
Atlanta were willing to vote $250,000 bonded 
indebtedness to the new waterworks. , 

For the bonds a majority of the yotes were 
cast. 

But because of a law which left the question 
of registration in doubt the city council created 
a woman of straw and had the case carried to 
the supreme court of the state. Then while 
that case was pending in the supreme court 
another election fer $250,000 came on. The 
last election like the first gave a majority for 
the bonds. But just about that time the su- 
preme court rendered a decision on the first 
election declaring the bonds illegal. The last 
election was not conducted with the same view 
to registration as the first and the -bonds 
authorized were presumed to be good. 

The quarter of a million, however, if legal, 
were not enough to construct the waterworks, 
and an ordinance creating an additional 
debt of $350,000 and authorizing an election 
for the amount was passed by the general 
council. The election was set for December 
when the election for mayor and general 
council transpired. In the mean time the 
$250,000 of bonds authorized by the election 
were never questioned. 

Neither were thefbonds issued. 


$300,000 issuesMr. Hendricks, the junior mem- 
ber from the fifth, introduced in the general 
council @ resolution repealing the ordinance 
auithorizing the election creating the addi- 
tional bonds. 

About the same time Mr. McBride sprang 
his scheme to augment the present supply by 
taking in the Poole pond. 

Then Mr. Robbins introduced a resolution 
appointing a special committee to consider the 
purchase of the Poole property by the city.

That was the verdict of everybody who wit- 
nessed the performance of the younger Salvini last 
night.

THE CALHOUN POSTMASTERSHIP. 


Mrs. J. B. Johnson, Appointed by President 
Cleveland, Is Deposed. 

The republican seventh district congressional 
conumittee, through Colonel A. E. Buck, has de- 
posed Mrs. J. B. Johnson, postmistress of Cal- 
houn, Gerdon county, and has given the posi- 
tion to a young man twenty-three years of age. 

Mr. J. B. Johnson was appointed postmaster of 
Calhoun by President Cleveland, and made an 
efficient public servant. He died about two years 
ago, leaving a widow and a little girl about two 
years old, with but $400 or $500 to pay the funeral 
expenses and buy them the necessaries of life. 

President Cleveland at once appointed Mrs. 
Johnson to su d her husband, and she has per- 
formed the duties\of her position to the satisfac- 
tion of everybody tn the town and vicinity. 

Cathotn is only a cancellation postoffice, and 
the amount of business transacted being too 
small to warrant a fixed governmental salary, the 
incumbent is given a stated amount of the annual 
income of the office as remuneration. 

In this way Mrs. Johnson has managed, by the 
exercise of economy, to eke out a living for her- 
self and little daughter. 

Colonel Buck was averse to making the change. 
He goes to Washington in a few days on business, 
and while there will lay Mrs. Johnson’s case be- 
fore the postmaster general, and request her rein- 
statement. 

It is to be hoped Mrs. Johnson will be returned 
to her old position. She is certainly a very 
worthy lady. She is highly esteemed by the resi- 
dents of Calhoun and vicinity, and there is 
scarcely a person in the place but would be only 
too happy to sign a petition for her reinstate- 
ment. 

The name of the young man who was given the 
place has not been ascertained, but he is well 
known in Calhoun. He is at present employed in 
a printing office there, and has only himself to 
support.

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CONFEDERATE WIDOWS, | 


AND SOMETHING ABOUT THE LAW 


THAT PENSIONS THEM. 
An Executive Order Concerning the Matter 
to be Issued ina Few Days—The 
Law Iteelf. 


This year, for the first time, the people of 
Georgia wili be taxed to pension the widows 
of confedefate soldiers. 

Not all such widows, but only such as are 
eligible under the provisions of a law passed at 
the last session of the iegislature. 

The pensions will be paid in advance of the 
collection of the taxes for 1891; the governor 
being authorized, by a resolution of the legis- 
lature, to borrow the money necessary. 

Asa general publie interest is felt in the 
operation of this law Tus CONSTITUTION 
prints it in full: 


THE LAW ITSELF. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia: To the widow of every con- 
federate soldier now residing in the state of 
Georgia, and so long as she may continue to 60 
reside, there shall be paid annually, beginning on 
the 15th day of February, 1891, a pension of $109, 
provided that this act shall only apply to such 
widows as were married at the time of the 
service of such husband in the confederate army 
and have remained unmarried since the death of 
such suldier husband. Previded, further, that 
the said soldier husband shall have died in the 
service of the confederate states, or since from 
wounds received therein, or disease contracted m 
the service. 

Sec. 2. Beit surther énacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That each applicant for the benefits of 
this act shall furnish the evidence of the enlist- 
ment and service of her husband in the confeder- 
ate army, or the state forces, during the war, and 
that his death, whether it resulted during or since 
the war, was directly the results of the service; 
but if any soldier husband so enlisted did not re- 
turn after the close of the war, and nothing has 
been heard of him since, evidence of these facts 
shall be conclusive as to his death. The evidence 
shall be made by witnesses, not less than three, 
and in contersalty with the rules and forms to be 
prescribed by the governor. Each applicant must 
also furnish the certificate of the ordinary of the 
county wherein he resides, showing her residence, 
and that she resided in Georgia at the date-of the 
approval of this act. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the sum neec- 
essary to make the payments provided by this act, 
is hereby appropriated out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the entire 
fees and charges of the ordinary shall not exceed 
$1 for any and all service rendered, 

Sec. 5. Repeals confficting laws. 

AS TO DETAILS. 

Of course the law don’t furnish all the in- 
formation needed by those who are to make 
application. 

Within a few days, however, the governor 
willissue an executive order, fixing the de- 
tails for the practical working of the law. 

“The fixing of the date, February bth, in 
the law,’’ said Captain Tip Harrison, secre- 
tary of the executive department, yesterday, 
“does not mean that the payment of these 
pensions will actually begin on that date. It 
means simply that what might be called ‘the 
pension year’ for confederate widows is from 
February 15th of one year to February 15th of 


the next year. 

“The pension year for crippled confederate 
soldiers begins on the 24th of October, and yet 
the payments of pensions do not begin until 
the ist of February following. The depart- 
ment must be allowed some time after the 
beginning of the pension year for sending out 
blanks, etc., and then other public busi- 
ness cannot be negileted, so .ithat 
a time must be set apart for the 
consideration of these pension applica: 
tions with some regard to other publie busi- 
ness—the time fixed when nearly the whole 
time of tlie department can be devoted to that 
one thing. Then, again, it is not the policy of 
the state to make such payments for tho whole 
period in advance. 

“So that it will probably be the Ist of April 
before any of the pensions to confederate 
widows can be paid. 

**There are J,100 old soldiers to be paid, be- 
ginning on the Ist of February. 

“So that about April Ist is as soon 
as the widows’ pensions can be 
attended to. The governor’s order 
prescribing the forms of the certificates 
and applications needed, and giving generatly 
the details, and fixing the date when pay- 
a" are to begin, will be issued in a few 

ays.”’

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 2.—The year 1891 opened 
auspiciously in Wall strect today,and the strength and 
activity displayed were unusual, on the day after New 
Year’s Day especially, as itcomes at the end of the 
week and on Friday, when the monetary conditions 
are not generally favorable to advances.

THE TALK OF THE DAY. 


METHODIS£&S AND BAPTISTS ARE 


TALKING 


About the Mighty Theological Discussion | 


Now Going on in Douglasville Between 
Two Rival Clergymen. 


The controversy between the Methodist and 
Baptist preachers at Douglasville was talked 
about everywhere yesterday. Everybody had 
read Tue ConsTITUTION’s report of the de- 
bate, and all sorts of opinions were expresse d. 

It was amusing to see how Methodists and 
Baptists differed. A Methodist divine who 
read the account of the controversy rematked 
in a matter-of-course tone that Dr. Armistead 
would clean up his antagonist in three or four 
days. An equally intelligent gentleman, with 
sympathies on the other side,said that Dr, 
Carswell had Dr. Armistead beaten already. 

It was amusing at the divine’s table to hear 
the various views in which the wish was 
father to the thought. While many of both 
denominations deplored the discussion alto- 
gether, they all and singular gave unmistaka- 
ble evidence of the direction of their sympa- 
thies. 


It is astonishing to see the feeling entrenched | 


behind a man’s articles of faith. It does not 
appear often, but when anything happéns to 
develop it, you will find that it is there, lying 
in ambush like a masked battery. 

The debate has recalled many long-forgotten 
scenes of the olden time. Many a middle-aged 
man, a8 he read of the Douglasville debate, 
reverted to the scenes of his childhood, when 
Methodist-and Baptist gathered to hear their 
favorite champions hurl defiance at each other. 
They generally hurled as much defiance as 
argument, and some times a great deal more. 

“When I read the report of that con- 
troversy,”’ said Mr. Don Bain, “I was 
carried back to the days of my boy- 
hood in Haralson county. At Tallapoosa it 
was arranged to have a joint debate, and two 
eminent controversialists were entered for the 
discussion. The people of Tallapoosa looked 
forward to the occasion with great anticipa- 
tions. Everything was to be done decently 
and in order, and it was to be a feast of reason 
apd a flow of soul. 

“When the great day came, people flocked 
to town by the hundreds and the discussion 
began. ~ There was defiance the first day, and 
the seond day they had a monkey and parrot 
time. It was still hotter at the third meeting. 
and on the fourth day the whole thing broke up 
in a row. The bitterness of the controversy 
lingered for vears and. there were life-time 
friends who did not speak for seven years 
after that discussion. Families were divided 


and business houses were bankrupted by the | 


withdrawal of patronage; so you will see that 
great good was done—a Methodist never of- 
tered to borrow $5 from a Baptist for years 
afterwards,’’ 


Whatever may be said of Dr. Armistead’s 
argument, he strikes the average man as a 
Sul generis, a character of his own kind. 
His manner, his style and his delivery are all 
his own, and for some of his ideas the public 
will readily admit the novelty which he 
claims. 

Rey. W. J. Scott, a Méthodist divine, who 
knows something about theology, says, that 
barring Greek and Latin quotations, Dr. Arm- 
istead’s exposition of Paul’s epistles is equal to 
that of Toluck, the great German critic. 

Dr. Armistead is a Virginian by birth, and 
has lived also in Florida and Georgia. He 
has 1n course of preparation a book which will 

embody his theological views, and he has al- 
ready made arrangements with a publisher. 
It is said that J. W. Burke is to be the pub- 
lisher. 

Dr. Carswell is considered by his. brethren 
to be fully able to cope with Dr. Armistead, 
and they say he will gain an easy victory. 

While the Methodists are equally contident, 
and there’ are no judges, who is to decide this 
contest ?
